Ydttng JolXs'History of tlae United States 
U *n unmixed blessmg. It will inevitably 
load the old folks who rend it to regret that 
tb*jy were born so early, and anything lilto 
tliicontent is to be discouraged. This crit- 
icism, however, applies as well to nil other 
examples of progress na to tho book in ques- 
tion, and may not bo entitled to much 
weight. 


The book before as is a volume of a little 


more than throe hundred pages, giving a 
ekotch of American history from the earliest 
date to the present day. It is entitled a 
"Young folks'History," but there is noth- 
ing childish about it. To any person who 
wishes to fix in his mind n graphic and in- 
telligible, but not too protracted a view of 
oar national history this book is cordially 
recommended. 
With singular good tasto 


and judgment Col. tligginson has grouped 
all the Important facts of our history in log- 
ical rather than chronological order, and has 
omitted all irrelevant matters, nnd nil dates 
that merely burden tho memory. Ho tolls 
the story of our national existence ia the 
oasy and graceful stylo that wo should ex- 
pect of the author of Atlantic Essays nnd 
Halbone. 


The book is also noticeable for the car- 


dor with which various disputed questions 
are treated. Th« Puritans, tho Friends, tho 
Catholics and tho other sacts and races that 
founded this country are treated of in n ju- 
dicial manner that is not always found in 
histories. Som« {historians write to ndvo- 
eat« or to rofuto «omo special theory. 
Ool. 


Higginson has written to inform the reader 
Much has boon expected of this history, and 
w« are confident that it will fully satisfy the 
most exacting critics. 


Ool. Higg'mson is not an historic skeptic. 


He endorses the story, (which we boliovo 
Mia horo disowned,) that Oharloa 0. Piok- 
n«y told the French wo had millions for de- 
fence but not a cent for tribute, and tho in- 
cident of Barbara Frietchio, which has been 
declared a piece of poeti< licenso, is given 
with a picture as evidenco. But these little 
tributes of respect to tradition and tho crod- 
ibllityof Quaker posts in no r«spoot lessens 
the value of tho book. It is better for peo- 
ple to belioto a little virtuous fiction, than 
to b» taught to discredit everything which 
their eyes have not seen. 


The book is well illustrated and is printed 


with hsndaomo typo on fine, tinted paper.

8«jmour hu'iuade * bad matter worn, for 
the Episcopal dioe«»«u co&Ttntiou of lUiuoif 
baa elected Dr. DtKoven of ••clot to tk* 
bishopric by * mull majority bolh of the 
lay and clerUwl Tot««. About Dr. DeKovm'i 
ritualistic vl«*« and tend»atle» thirt ii not 
even a doubt, lie is the foremost ritnalbt 
of the United States. As tho champion of 
ritualism he has been a candidate in several 
recent episcopal elections, llo is as far 
beyond Dr. Seymour, if general belief is to 
bo rolled on, as that gentleman is beyond 
the average churchman. Dr. Seymour must 
regard it as a peculiar dispensation of Provi- 
dence that ho was voted for before tho 
general convention instead of after it. 


Tho church in its various branches is 


rather jealous of secular ciitioism, but jour- 
nalism has undergone many changes within 
thirty or forty years nud its changed ntti- 
tude toward religious affairs was very for- 
cibly presented by tho Ilcv. Mr. Brooks in 
his recent historical discourse. As church 
papers have no loiigor n monopoly of ro- 
ligiems news, so tboycaunot expect to re- 
tain n monopoly of ecclesiastical criticism. 
Ths election of Dr. DeKovon is an extreme 
measuro.a measure that postpones the happy 
day when tho denominational lion shall Ho 
down with the lamb, nnd ecclesiastic bears 
subsist ou a moderate nud unstimulatiug 
diet, nud each member of tho happy family 
acknowledge that its neighbors, as well as 
itself, are led by tho little child of Bothls- 
hem, 


Tho branch of tho church of which Dr. 


DeKoveu is the 
standard 
bearer is 
in 


much closer sympathy with the Koman than 
with tho other Pro'wstaut churches. 
It has 


more than once scroght u union with tho 
Catholic and Ctr««k'.chnrches, but it has no 
desiro to coma, into 
closer relations with 


Presbyterians, 
Mothodists or Baptists. 


Considering that the Catholic church is an 
absolute monarchy whoso head is uenoraHy 
believed to dr.mand civjl as well as religious 
allegiance, nnd which is founded upon the 
right of certain persons to prescribe exactly 
what certain other persons slinll bolievc, 
this leaning of apart of tho Protestant 
Oiurch tovard Catholicism is a serious mat- 
ter and xjno that cannot bo contemplated by 
thoron'jh Protestants with much satisfac- 
tion. 


r,r. Ho Koran's olootiou means no quarter 


(.<•, tho followers of Dre. Ommnins and Che- 
'noy. But this need not bo expected lo ma- 
terially increase Uio size of tho lloformed 
Episcopal church. As the Now York Nation 
has pointed out in connection with tho Old 
Catholic movement in Europe, tho nine- 
teenth century is not the sixteenth, nud tho 
mnssoi of tho pooplo tnko too little interest 
in ecclesiastical movements, to found new 
churches, 
Missionary Bishop Ghouey has a 


hard field to labor in though Bishop DeKo- 
ven will prove ns valuable nn ally as ho 
could havo. Tho majority of Episcopalians 
iu Illinois caro less about forms nnd cere- 
monies one way or tho other, thnu did poo- 
plo three hundred yonrs ago. 
If they are

It mattered tiotbiiig; for whtrever be thought 
of goiug, ho flaw AuU standing there. It is 
uid tUt wheu folks arc dying, the last ob- 
ject they st* ia pictured upou Uieir eyes ; so 
too, when a mail awaken to coofwiousuMS 
atUr doing a wicked deed, tho tirst object 1* 
seei in picturtd ui>ou bin eyes aud h« «w 
u«¥«r e»t rid of it. Thus, when Botolf aaw 
Aa»U, she no longer appeared to him as nbe 
bad upou the raounUIn-alope so short a time 
btfore.but nho scorned to bo a little iuuocout 
girl-in fact.to bo Agnes. Eren the pioturo 
be retained of her figure while she nag sink- 
ing down the steep, was that o.c Agues, with 
her littio bunds uplifted. la whatever di- 
rection ho turned his thoughts and romeiu- 
braiicea of tho mifferiug woman he bad BO 
suspected, they wero met by this innocent
